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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The Applicant has made amendments to independent claims 1 and 13. The Applicant has stated that Reiners 
as currently amended does not disclose a method for allowing a user to temporarily gain access to a privileged account on a computer 
system to perform a maintenance task, the method being a replacement for a conventional switch user command, receiving a switch user 
command login with a user id and an account name as an argument, retrieving a list fo privileged account names, determining whether the 
account name is in a list of privileged account names and diverting the user to the conventional switch user command prompt if the 
account name is not in the privileged account list; otherwise, determing whether the user id belongs to a privileged group located in a 
group Jist on the computer system, denying access to privileged accounts and notifying the manager if the user id does not belong to the 
privileged group, otherwise, "by email of the access", "switch user along with the name of a first file log file", "recording keystrokes in a 
duplicate log file while logged into the account", determining whether the first log file was tampered with and, if so, recording that the first 
log file was tampered with in the duplicate log file and transmitting the duplicate log file to the manager". These newly added limitations 
will require a more in depth analysis of prior art Reiners and Shaw, and further searching would also be required. Thus, these 
amendments to independent claims 1 and 13 raise new issues.
